“ The same thing occurred at Verdun. At dawn. on Feb. 25 the situation 
was critical. During the 24th we had withdrawn from the strong Samog- 
neux plateau, but fhe-enemy lacked the dash to crown his .success and gave 
us a breathing space which enabled supports to be prought forward. For 
élite troops they have a sirigularly poor morale, despite the way they stand 
hammering.

‘THE GERMANS ARE NOT IDLE’ 


House Cheers Him— Balfour 
Tells of a Million-Ton In- 
crease of Warships. 


LONDON, March. 7.—Winston Spéncer 
Churchill, former First Lord’ of the Ad- 
miralty, now..a Colonel, and fresh from 
the trenches, sprang. back into the 
Parliamentary area today in a daring 
speech, answepthg First word of the 
Admiralty A. J. Balfour, who had just; 
presented. the’ naval ¢stimates, and de- 
claring that the Admiralty lacked driv- 
ing force, and must be revitalized bée- 
fore it was tuo late by. bringing back 
Lord Fisher, former First Sea Lord, to 
head the Admiralty administration. 

Great interest attached to Colonel 

Churchill’s reappearance after a period 
of silence while serving with the army. 
and while the naval policy he had in- 
avigurated at the opening of the war 
was undergoing considerable change. 
, Mr.-Balfour had just concluded-an op- 
timistic statement of the naval outlook, 
which strongly appealed to the patriotic 
sentiments of the House of’ Commons, 
so. that. Colonel Churchill's criticisms 
were at first coldly. recéived:» But he 
gradually gathered attention ‘and ap- 
plause until he closed amid a*scene of 
much enthusiasm. © 

Wants Action or an Explanation. 

“I am sorry I must stfike a jarring | A 
note,” he began, “‘ not of reproach, cen- 
sure, or panic, but of warning. While 
Jellicoe commands the grand fleet it will 
be manoouvred in.the presence of the 
enemy withethe utmost professional 
skill.

“NIAGARA PLANT BLOWS UP. 


Man Killed and Several Men Hurt at 
Electro-Chemical Co. Works. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., March 7.— 
The large ‘electro-chemical plant of the 
Niagara Electro-Chemical Company at 
Buffalo Avenue and Twenty-seventh 
Streets, was. practically destroyed by a 
series of explosicns tonight. One work- 
man was killed and several other men 
were injured. 

The first explosion. occurred at 10:30 
o’clock. From that time until almost 
11:30 there was a series of terrific 
shocks which shook the city, 

The Police and Fire Departments were 
powerless to check the progress of ‘the 
fire, and devoted their energies to keep- 
ing the ‘spectators out of the danger 
zones. Bricks, timbers, and steel girders 
were thrown blocks away. The damage 
is estimated at $200,000. 

The noise of the explosions was heard 
on: the Canadian side,.and the guards 
were rushed to the various bridges and 
other points to guard against arly pos- 
sible pro-German demonstration, the 
rumor having spread that the plant 
was blown up by pro-German agents.

GERMAN GOVERNMENT FOR THE 
UNITED STATES. 

The documents published by The 
World yesterday are an astounding 
chapter in the continued story of Ger- 
man conspiracy against the United 
States. They prove that a secret cam- 
paign has been carried on by a nation- 
wide German organization, the Na- 
tional German-American Alliance, to 
prevent legislation tnfavorable to the 
designs and interests of Germany and 
to promote legislation favorable to 
those designs and interests.

AN EXAMPLE OF FOREIGN TRADE. 

It was announced yesterday that 
New York bankers had loaned Argen- 
tina $15,000,000, making $79,000,000 
since the war began, that is, since 
Argentina's British credits have been 
stopped. Great Britain still has a long 
lead in supplying the necessities of 
this one of the many nations ‘to which 
she has furnished. the first requi- 
site for trade, money. But the tend- 
ency of the trade of Argentina. is 
reflecting promptly the change in 
its credit relations. In ‘1914 the ex- 
ports from the United States to Ar- 
gentina were $27,127,958, and in 1915 
they were $52,883,035. With our in- 
creased exports, and our loans, we 
have increased our imports from Ar- 
gentina from $56,274,246 to $94,677,- 
644, In 1913, the latest normal year, 
our exports to Argentina were double 
our imports,.and Argentina owed us 
money:.on balance. Now we owe Ar- 
gentina on.the merchandise move- 
ment, but with our advafices of gold 
we have established an “invisible bal- 
ance” in our favor. 

This is the apparent explanation of 
the recent premium on dollars in Ar- 
gentina at-the time whenthe current 
of remittance ought to have been 
from us rather than from them, .al- 
though the usual explanation of such 
cross-currents has been that we were 
remitting on England’s account. The 
figures are not small, but the changes 
they indicate are larger in their 
prompt proof of what an: influence 
banking has on ‘trade. It would be 
agreeable to see more-of our exports 
to Argentina in manufactures rather 
than in gold, but the advance of gold 
is the first step for us as it was for 
England. Countries. hitherto accus- 
tomed to finance themselves elsewhere 
that are now borrowing from us will 
goon get the habit of buying where 
they : borrow.

It ‘is of. great public importance that 
the parks be preserved for the éenjoy- 
ment and recreation of the people of 
the city, and any act, official or other- 
wise, which causes. an illegal en- 
croachment on a park tends to imperil 
the. public interests and. is calculated 
to work a public injury.. Where con- 
gestion is as great as in this city park 
spaces are necessary to the public wel- 
fare, and if the act threatened is also 
imminent and substantjal so as to im- 
peril the integrity of the park a tax- 
payer has the right to invoke the 
court’s aid. 


MISTAKEN ZEAL. 

The Senate’s military bill provides 
that hereafter any man who has 
served six years with the colors in the 
regular army may be appointed to a 
place in the civil service, practically 
without examination, that is to say 
merely on the report of a board of 
army officers that he is fitted for the 
office. Of course, the-acceptance of 
that provision would imperil the effi- 
ciency of the civil service, with the 
eonduct of which the Military Com- 
mittee of the Senate has nothing what- 
ever to do. In the agitation for na- 
tional defense throughout the country, 


| the spirit which animated the incorpo- 


ration of this objectionable clause in 
the Senate’s bill is too frequently man- 
ifested. If men will not volunteer in 
the military service of this country 
without this kind of bribery, the day of 
compulsory service is not far distant. 
But we do not believe that mem need 
such inducements to enlist. It has be- 
come too much .of a habit. with mili- 
tary.men and naval men also. to as- 
sume that‘ soldiers and sailors should 
haye certain privileges specially grant- 
ed to them by the law. We have the 
largest pension Hist of any country. 
The civil service law already extends 
certain reasonable ‘privileges to men 
who have suffered disabilities in mili- 
tary service. But that is not enough. 

Admiral FLeTcuer, in testifying be- 
fore the House Committee, suggested 
that a certain percentage of the Cap- 
tains, Commanders, and Lieutenant 
Commanders in the navy, in order to 
expedite promotions in that service, 
might be placed in the reserve and 
“employed in the Consular Service.” 
How unjust this would be to the men 
already in that service, and to those 
who are undergoing the special train- 
fing the service requires! We do not 
think that Admiral FLetcuer had -giv- 
en much thought to this proposal, so 
far as it relates to the Consular Serv- 
ice, before he put it into words. To 
judge from some of the public utter- 
ances we hear, not only the civil serv- 
ice, but the Diplomatic and Consular 
Service as well, ought to be made 
branches of the War and Navy De- 
partments. But the defect in the Sen- 
ate’s bill can easily be remedied, while 
the rest is mere talk, much of it the 
expression of overzealous eagerness to 
build up our defenses.

Hugh. Frayne, General Organizer of the 
American Federation of Labor, in-an 
address delivered under the auspiced of. 
the Federal Civil Service Society of the 
State of New York in the assembly 
room of the Pulitzer Building. William 
E. Russell, President of the sociéty, 
said in opening the meeting that the 
organization was pledged to the gen- 
eral improvement of the 400,000 men and. 
women of the country in the different 
branches of the Government service. 

Chief among the society’s efforts, Mr. 
Russell said, was the securing of pen- 
sions for superannuated employes and, 
generally speaking, better pay. He said 
that, while no definite action was _con- 
templated at the present time,. it had 
been decided to hear what . affiliation 
with the American Federation of Labor 
might mean to -the Government’s em- 
ployes. 

“The American Federation of Labor," 
said Organizer FWrayne, “believes it 
could do a great deal for the Govern- 
ment employes, while their affiliation 
with the federation would give a moral 
support that would be welcome. Civil 
service employes of the Government are 
just about where they were in i858, 
both as to pay and as to other bene- 
ficial legislation, whereas organized la- 
bor has made gains right along in the 
matter of improving working hours, con 
ditions, and increased compensation. 
The reason why the Government em- 
ployes have mot progressed is that 
they have not acted in concert in ask- 
ing for things, and in addition have 
no organ for voicing their claims for 
better things. 

“The truth ig that the services ren- 
dered by the civil service employes are 
underestimated by the public generally. 
Wages have risen all around them in 
harmony with the constantly increased 
cost of living, but they have not par- 
ticipated in this form of recognition. 
We believe that affiliation on the part 
of the Government employes with the 
Federation of Labor would bring the 
much desired pensions, besides a gen- 
—* —— in wages and hours.”

WASHINGTON, March .7.—Enormous 
increases in food prices in European cap- 
itals, particularly those of the Teutonic ¢ 
allies, are shown in a comparative state- 
tment completed today by the Department 
of Iuabor’s Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
All food is cheaper in the allied coun- 
tries than in Germany and Austria, but 
there have been sharp rises in prices alsg 
in England and France.
